The details of Sunday's battle among 
the kopjes are supplied by several 
correspondents, but Reuters is the 
most comprehensive account. Warren 
began by swinging his troops on the 
left in a flanking movement along the 
Tabamyama, a series of broken hills 
leading upward and eastward to Spion- 
kop. e British batteries worked 
continuously in support of the infan- 
try, and tons of shrapnel were thrown 
into the Dutch positions. The enemy 
apparently had few guns, and only one 
was fired with regularity. The Dutch 
had opened fire at daybreak, and the 
British troops had sprung from 
bivouac into action. The Irish bat- 
tallons began to cheer lustily over the 
report that Ladysmith had been re- 
lieved, and the first kope was car- 
ried by a bayonet rush. 

The remaining fighting was wary 
and at long range. A Dutch force has 
been massed on a commanding kopje, 
strewn with boulders, and there was 
a protracted musketry fight, with heavy 
fire from British artillery. The gal- 
lantry of the Dublin Fusileers was 
conspicuous on the firing line, and the 
Lancashire battalions fought with cool- 
ness. The Dutch defence, even with 
poor service of the artillery, was stub- 
born and determined. Three positions 
were taken by the British during the 
day, yet the enemy's chief stronghold 
remained unscathed. This was the sit- 
vation which Buller had summed up 
with judicial impartiality in the words 
“substantial progress.” 

It has been difficult to understand 
the reports of these fights among the 
kopjes, owing to the inaccuracy of the 
maps available here, and the confusion 
caused by the use of the terms “right” 
and left“ when the direction in which 
Warren and Clery were moving was 
unknown. It is now fairly clear that 
Saturday's fighting was west of Spion- 
kop, and that the Boer right was forced 
back on the main position. Sunday's 
flanking carried Warren's left north- 
ward and upward two miles. The Cen- 
tral News dispatches, dated Sunday 
night, describe Warren as having 
worked around the extreme left of the 
Dutch line, and as having taken every- 
thing except, the last ridge on the sum- 
mit of Spionkop. Dundonald's cavalry 
brigade was still further to the north 
and west, covering the approaches to 
Tintwa and Oliver Hoek passes over 
the Drakensburg mountains. 

Warren has apparently got to the end 
of the Boer line of defense, and turned 
it, while bie cavalry holds a strong 
position on the main road to Lady- 
smith, near Acton Homes. His army 
blocks any attempt of the enemy to 
outflank his own turning movement 
by advancing from Bethany toward 


Springfield, Lyttleton, at Potgrieter's, 


faces the second Boer position at Brak- 
fontein, and also obstructs a counter 
attack upon Springfield.

The British 
military experts all share the hopes of 
their leaders, and, as Spencer Wilkin- 
son points out, they hesitate to say a 
word that might be interpreted as un- 
favorable. Mr. Wilkinson refers to 
the “cooler judgment of Gemran and 
Austrian critics,” which means that 
some of the best judges look upon 
Gen. Buller’s enterprise as a foroirn 

and as merely a continual strain 
of fighting, which may prove too much

The Daily Chronicle's military expert 
says: “Even when a battle is won in 
a single day, as a rule pursuit is only 
possible when fresh troops are avall- 
able. But in this instance it is not a 
question of mere pursuit, but of renew- 
ing an attack upon intrenched 
tions after a day's hard fighting and a 
night of lying on the battlefield.” 

Reinforcements, aggregating 5000 or 
more, have reached Cape Town during 
the last three days. It is uncertain 
how these have been disposed, but prob- 
ably most of them have been sent to 
Natal, where it is believed Gen. Buller 
needs them. 

The British in the other districts of 
South Africa continue inactive. Lord 
Methuen's 13,000 men are behind their 
works. Gen. French's 4000 at Rensburg 
were roused Sunday by a general alarm 
that the Boers were attacking, but it 
turned out that there was no basis for 
this. Gen. Gatacre is quiescent at 
Colesberg. 

The discontent of the colonial officers 
and the disagreements with the regu- 
lars are being inquired into by Lord 
Roberts, who asserts that he will give 
the Cape colon equal opportunities. 
At Ladysmith the deaths from enteric 
fever and dysentery average ten a day. 
Some fears are expressed that the 
garrison may be so worn by privations 
and disease as to be unable to do much 
in the way of helping Gen. Buller. 

The War Office has decided not to 
send the Seventh Lancers, Eighth Hus- 
sars and Seventh Dragoon Guards to 
South Africa, although mobilized.

HEPBURN BILL A WINNER. 


TO BE PASSED THIS SESSION. 
IA. PF. EARLY A.M. REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Jan. 22.—According to 
the Herald's Washington correspondent 
the Hepburn-Morgan Nicaragua Canal 
Bill will be passed during the present 
session of Congress. Speaker Hender- 
son is in favor of the bill and of prompt 
action. Senator Frye, president pro 
tem of the Senate, wants action by the 
Senate, and expresses the belief that 
the bill will be passed at an early date. 
The measure will receive the approval 
of the President. 

There is an overwhelming majority 
in both houses of Congress in favor of 
the pending bill, and in favor of pass- 
ing it without waiting for the report 
of the Walker commission. 

The Herald's poll shows: In favor of 
action this session—Senators, 62; Rep- 
resentatives, 254; total, 316. In favor 
of delay—Senator, 1; Representatives, 
29; total, 30. Noncommittal or not 
canvassed—Senators, 23; Representa- 
tives, 67; total, 90. 

Many men in the House classed as 
noncommittal are strongly inclined to 
favor the Hepburn bill, but are un- 
willing to commit themselves before 
they have seen the report of the com- 
mittee. Some of those who are opposed 
to action at this time will, when con- 
fronted with the necessity of getting 
on record, vote for the bill. It is safe 
to say that at least four-fifths of both 
houses will vote for the measure. 

Senat who expressed no decided 
preference one way or the other are 
largely administration men, who will 
be influenced in their votes by the de- 
sire of the President and the adminis- 
tration leaders. The knowledge that 
President McKinley is anxious to see 
the canal bill passed by this Congress 
will, it is believed, insure the votes of 
these Senators for this measure.

HICKMAN EXONERATED. 


SPICER HELD ON THE CHARGE. 
OF GRAND LARCENY. 

The preliminary examination of 
Ephraim Spicer and P. M. Hickman, 
on the charge of grand larceny, yes- 
terday before Justice Austin, resulted 
in the holding of Spicer to answer 
and the discharge of Hickman, against 
whom there was not a seintilla of evi- 
dence to prove that he was a partner 
in the crime. 

Spicer and Hickman are two colored 
men who were accused of stealing $367 
from Mrs. Sarah E. Graves last 
Thursday while moving her household 
furniture. The money had been lett 
between the mattresses of a bed which 
the negroes took apart and ked in 
a van. When the loss of the money 
became known, both men stoutly de- 
nied having seen anything of it. 
Hickman insisted upon an immediate 
iffvestigation, and offered to subject 
bimself to most rigid search. After the 
police were notified, and search insti- 
tuted, the roll of bills was found in 
Hickman’'s dinner pail, which was in 
a nosebag hanging at the front of the 
van. Hickman declared that he could 
not account for the money's presence | 
there, and Spicer also avowed his 
ignorance of the matter. 

However, it was plain that one or 
the other of the negroes, if not both 
of them, had concealed th: money. The 
question was which was the culprit, if 
only one was guilty. The fact that 
the money was in Hickman’s dinner 
pail made it look bad for him, but at 
the examinat on yestercay, it was 
shown that the mattress«s were taken 
off the bed and packed in the van by 
Spicer alone, and that Hickman did 
not leave the house once after the bed 
was taken apart, up to the time that 
Mrs. Graves discovered the loss of her 
money. ‘Hickman, therefore, could not 
have placed the money in his dinner 
pall, which was all this time outside 
the house in the nosebag. Hickman 
might, nevertheless, have had guilty 
knowledge of the money being there, 
and might even have suggested the 
hiding place to Spicer, but the latter 
further exonerated Hickman bf testi- 
fying emphatically that no conversa- 
tion had passed between Hickman and 
himself about the money before Mrs. 
Graver taxed them with the theft of 
it, nor had Hickman called his atten-

EARLY CAREER. 

ry Clay was born in 1777 In Vir- 

He received scant education, but 
he made excellent use of his limited 
opportunities, and presently found an 
open road to the study of law. At 21 
he decided to try his fortune in the 
frontier country of Kentucky, so in 
1797 he becozne the adopted son of the 
State which he was destinéd to - 
sent in Congress so lo and 80 ly. 
The remarkable power of oratory which 
was later to s a nation soon mani- 
fesied itself in the little backwoods 
town of Lexington, and Clay's prac- 
tice grew apace. 

The brilliant young lawyer was very 
naturally attracted to a political 
career, and his talents, joined to a 
winning personality, gave him easy en- 
trance to the political field. In 1803 he 
was elected a member of the Ken- 
tucky State Legislature, and three 
years later he took his seat in the 
United States Senate to fill an uner- 
pired term. He was the youngest man 
who ever gained admittance to that 
body, which by general custom has al- 
ways been what the origin of its 
name implies, the assembly of the 
elders. Indeed, Clay lacked three 
months of the constitutional minimum 
of 3 years. 

At the end of his first Senatorial 
term he was returned to the Kentucky 
Legislature, and in 1809 he was again 
sent to the United States Senate to fill 
an unexpired term. Meantime he was 
acquiring increasing influence in the 

nal councils, although his oppor- 
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promises between North and South 
Which stand to the credit of the “great 
pacificator.” 

CLAY AND JACKSON. 

Soon after this Clay entered upon 
the heartbreaking race for the Presi- 
dency, which was to last for nearly 4 

neration. The election of 1824 gave 
ackson 9% votes, John Quincy 
M. Crawford 41, and Clay 37. As no 
candidate had received a ty, the 
election devolved upon the House of 
Representatives, but as the choice was 
confined to the three highest on the 
list, Clay was out of the contest. Now 
arose a curious situation. Clay was 
supreme in the House, and although 
he could not procure his own election, 
the defeated candidate held the glitter- 
ing prize he himself coveted at ab- 
solute disposal, so far as his thre 
rivals were concerned. As President- 
maker he ignored Jackson, who had re- 


f State. 

That good hater, Andrew Jackson, 
now turned the full current of his hate 
upon the man who had dented him the 
Presidency, and raised the cry of “bar- 
gain and corruption over the + 
ment of Clay to the Secretaryship of 
State. In the bitter personal fight that 
followed the partisans of both leaders 
descended to depths of political de- 
pravity that had never before been 
sounded in American political life. The 
feud between Jackson and Clay ended 
only with death, and the persona! strife 
had great influence in molding political 
results. 

THE TARIFF COMPROMISE OF 1833. 

The protective tariff was how threat- 
ening to cause serious conflict between 
North and South. In 1824 Clay had 
appeared as the champion of a high 
protective tariff. In a series of speeches 
more remarkable for their eloquence 
than for their logic, he had urged the 
merits of the “American system,” as 
he christened it.

In 1840 Clay had a plurality of votes 
in the whig nominating convention at 
the outset, but by shrewd political 
trickery he was turned down in favor 
of Harrison. The whigs won the elec- 
tion, but their real leader was not in 
the Presidential chair. We can sympa- 
thize with Clay's comment when he 
read the news of Harrison's nomina- 
tion, “I am the most unfortunate man 
in the history of parties; always run 
by my friends when sure to be de- 
feated, and now betrayed for a nom- 
ination when I, or any one, would be 
sure of an election.” 

In 1844 and 1848 his words were to 
receive confirmajion. In 1844 he was 
nominated by acclamation ag the whig 
candidate, and he lost the election by 
the defection of the anti-slavery vote 
in the State of New York. In 1848 he 
failed to receive the whig nomination 
by a narrow majority, and for the sec. 
ond and last time his party won the 
Presidency. This was his last fight 
When nominations for 1852 were dis- 
cussed his health was much impaired 
and his ambition was dead. Three 
times be had been through hard- 
fought campaigns, only to meet de- 
feat, and twice he had narrowly 
missed nomination when nomination 
would have meant election.

MARK TWAIN AS EDITOR. 
KNEW LITTLE AND CARED LESS 


ABOUT POLITICS. 


Accordi to the Buffalo Express, 
when Mark Twain was the editor of 
that paper, his attitude was rather 
that of a contributor than that of the 
editor. He eschewed politics entirely, 
knowing little and caring less about 
public men and issues. In the fall of 
1869 the Republican State Convention 
was held at Saratoga, and when the 
news came of the nominations, Mark 
Twain felt called upon to comment edi- 
torially upon them, the Express being 
a strong rty paper. So, under the 
caption, “The Ticket Explanation,” the 
editor of the Express wrote the fol- 
lowing, which was duly published: 

“Under the proper head will be found 
the telegram from the State convention 
announcing the nominations. As the 
political editor of this paper, Mr. Lar- 
ned, is absent attending that conven- 
tion, and as I do not know much about 
politics and am not sitti up nights 
to learn I shall discreetly hold 


my peace. 

“I am satisfied that these nomina-

only political phrase I am perfectly 
familiar with and competent to huri at 
the public with fearless confidence—the 
other editor is full of them;) but bel 
merely satisfied isn’t safe enough.

FQE SOCIALISM FOUGHT IS LA- 
BOR’S SAVIOR. 


Invention is Gradually Emancipat- 
ing the Race from Rougher Toil and 
Creating Skilled in Place of Un- 
skilled Labor—Drift of Humanity 
Steadily Upward. 


{Nineteenth Century:}] It certainly 
seems at first sight to be an economic 
danger this educating of the laboring 
man and woman to be far too good for 
laborer's work. Let us cast our 
thoughts, however, over a wider horl- 
zon, and see how the decades 
bring the peril are also bringing the 
remedy. Science is steadily sweeping 
away all those humbiest classes of em- 
ployment. Hardly any man has now to 
toil up ladders with the hod of bricks 
upon his shoulder. The donkey engine 
does the purely animal part of the 
work. The reaper is replaced by the 
machine, and the plowman is fast re- 
ceding as the steam plow makes its ap- 
pearance. We rarely see long lines of 
men laden with coal bags running up 
planks as in the olden days. The need 
of men to do the work of horses is 
steadily diminishing. 

It is true that science has by 
means conquered the whole domain. 
There is still much scrubbing of floors 
to be done by men and women on 
bended knees, and coal is still hewn 
out with pick and ax, 
of muscle, with but little use of brains. 
And yet, even in our fertile country, 
science never works by revolution, but 
only by progress. One domain after 
Where are now the 
armies of water carriers and chair por- 
ters and night men and sawyers whom 
our grandfathers used 
Imagine if ships had still to be moved 
by galley rowers, what millions would 
be doomed to a beastiike toil. 

Some parts of the big domain of un- 
refiecting labor will long be left un- 
touched, but the process is going ‘or- 
ward, and it is clear that while educa- 
tion is rendering the lower classes unfit 
for the humblest sorts of occupations, 
acience is steadily sweeping away these 
It would be too muen to 
hope that these processes should be at 
all times strictly proportioned to one 
But in the general drift of 
things they are cumpensatory, and if 
we only give to science a reasonable 
time it will leave us none of that labor 
to be done which recuires an unedu- 
cated laborer. 

Then comes the una question as 
to what is to become of the-class thus 
deprived of occupation.

progress of invention and are tem:ted 
to look upon it as no friend to their 
welfare. There

zies, but the difficulty often arises in 
an acute, though silent. suffering. Ca-
